JET PILOT KILLED 
AS PLANE CRASHES, 
EXPLODES IN TUCSON 


TUCSON, Ariz., Jan. 26 (AP)— 
An Air Force F-84 Thunderjet 
crashed into a vacant block here 
and exploded yesterday, shaking 
houses for a mile around. 

The pilot, who was killed, was 
identified as.

“The force of nationalism, as 
we have seen many times in his- 
tory, can be either a constructive 
or destructive force,” he contin- 
ued. “It is capable of energizing 
a whole people to great bursts of 
creative effort. 

“But it can also lead to paths 
of violence, to jingoism, Latred 
and totalitarianism. We see this | 
happening in some parts of the 
world today. In these areas, nha- 
tionalism is not only self-destruc- 
tive, but it jeopardizes the whole 
fabric of peace in the world.” 

The conflict with Communism 
gives the United States “a hard- 
headed self-interest” in helping 
other countries develop food pro- 
duction, health and education, 
Acheson said. 

He denied Point 
lV aid was a “sentimental give- 
away.”

Point IV's role against Commu- 
nism, however, is only a ’by-prod-

Acheson advised that, should 
the United States align itself 
with “obstacles. to change,’ it 
wimld “intensify the conflict and 
alienate the people of these coun- 
tries from our side.” 

In a letter read at the dinner, 
President Truman referred to 
Point 1V as “a fundamental 
part of our foreign policy.” The 
President wrote that “the only 
war we seek is the war against 
poverty, disease, hunger and Illit- | 
eracy.” He added: 

“Unless we win this struggle, 
we can not win the cold war—or 
prevent a hot war either. Stom- 
ach Communism grows where men 
and women lack the necessities of 
life. Economic misery is one of | 
the root causes of war.” 

Truman said the late President 
Roosevelt understood the need for 
overcoming “the age-old evils of 
hunger and want” and that “his 
life was a victorious fight against 
those evils in our own country.”

“Only 13 U.N. planes lost last week as 
compared to 14 of the Chinese.” Trou- 
ble is, too many folks are either afraid 
or ashamed of the truth; they need to 
relax over something different. 

Lastly, the story concerns the Ameri- 
éan reading public, at least the type of 
reader who-really got “worked up” over 
the Ridgway candy story. Maybe if a 
few less people would quit screaming 
“corruption in the government and in 
the military” and would take a good 
look in the mirror and assess them- 
selves as well as the “higher ups,” there 
might be fewer national frauds and 
swindles. And there might be a little 
léss candy pilfering!

These expressways, when built, will serve not 


only as connecting links with the nation’s high- 


way. network, but as a vital contribution to the 
solution of traffic problems within the metro- 
politan area. They will be used not only by the 
cars and trucks coming to St. Louis from other 
cities, but also by local traffic originating in the 
city and suburban area. Sql 

It is vital, therefore, that the expressways be 
so planned as to make the greatest possible con- 
tribution to a solution of local traffic problems. 
It is vital that they be co-ordinated with other 
plans for the city’s development, such as hous- 
ing. It is vital, in short, that the expressways be 
integrated with the whole master plan which the 
city spent so much time and money in develop- 
ing as a framework for all public improvements. 


There are important differences between the 
Elliott plan, product of a joint study by federal, 
state and city agencies, and the Commission’s 
own street plan, which includes provision for ex- 
pressways as well as other major arteries. 


The Elliott plan calls simply for three express- 
ways leading to the heart of the downtown dis- 
trict from the southwest, west and northwest. 
The Plan Commission design calls for three such 
routes plus two all-important north-south con- 
necting expressways which would tie the system 
together and provide distributor loops enabling 
traffic to bypass the most congested districts. 


Also, the routes proposed for the radial ex- 
pressways differ in important, respects, For ex- 
ample, the Elliott plan would bring Highway 40 
into the city through Clayton and University 
City, down the abandoned Rock Island right of 


way paralleling Lindell: Blvd., through a corner 


of Forest Park and down Forest Park Blvd., then 
veering north td Franklin Ave. and ending at 


. Twelfth Blvd. The Plan Commission would bring 


this route through Brentwood, Maplewood or 
Richmond Heights, and thence into the city via 
the Mill Creek valley and Chouteau Ave. to a 
connection with the proposed Third St. express- 
way. 

No doubt plausible claims can be advanced 
for each route. We do not attempt to choose 
between them. We do say that the two plans 
should be reconciled and that the final choice 
should be governed by broad considerations of 
city planning as a whole. St. Louis wants and 
needs expressways, but it would be a tragic mis- 
take to superimpose a conflicting expressway 
plan upon the: previously adopted master plan 
without first clearing up the conflicts. 


That is the responsibility of the Plan Commis- 
sion, and it should have the fullest support of 
Mayor Darst and his Administration in working 
out the problem. There should be no pride of 
authorship attached to either plan. The question 
is not which expressway planner is “right,” but 
which expressway plan will best serve all the 
long-range interests of the metropolitan com- 
munity. ° 


A city plan ought not to be static and inflexi- 
ble. If time shows the need for changes, then 
changes should be made. On the other hand, you 
cannot have fruitful city planning if the master 
plan is simply ignored when proposals for spe- 
cific public improvements such as expressways 
come along, 


Having adopted a master plan and committed 
itself to the philosophy of city planning, St. 
Louis should insist that expressways, like all 
other developments, fit into the plan and help 
realize its broad objectives.

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Hickenlooper on Takeitorleaveit . 


Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa is a believer 
in price-fixing, according to the Bureau of Edu- 
cation on Fair Trade. This bureau is one of the 
propaganda fronts of the movement for fair 
trade (the standard euphemism for “price- 
fixing”) laws. In its Newsletter the bureau 
quotes the Senator as saying at a Fair Trade 
rally of the Iowa Pharmaceutical Association: 

American business actually never had its 
great impetus of development until we 
adopted a standardized one-price system in 
this country and got away from the barter 
and trade idea. Many of you have been in 
Europe ,.. and you know that the haggle 
method of doing business slows down busi- 
ness activity. 

They barter and trade, if you don’t like

(Under) your standard Fair Trade price 
system ... you know you can’t go down 
the street and shave a nickel off the price. 
It has speeded up and given great impetus 
and ¢vigor to our American merchandizing 
system in the retail trade. 


Housewives and their breadwinners may not 
entirely agree with Senator Hickenlooper. They 
may like to be able to walk down the street and 
get a nickel shaved off the price. On occasion 

‘they might even be willing to wait thtee days 
in order to get a better price. Nor is it in- 
evitable that they call the process “haggling,” 


as Senator Hickenlooper does. They might call . 


it “shopping.” 

However, since Senator Hickenlooper admires 
the one price takeitorleaveit system so greatly, 
and thinks it has done so much for the buyer, 
surely he wants to extend these fine advantages 
to the seller as well,

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Second Call for Civil Defense 

President Truman says he will attempt again 
this year to get adequate civil-defense legislation 
from Congress. For the sake of an almost wholly 
unprotected civilian population in most American 
cities, it must be hoped that he meets with a 
more enlightened appreciation of the potential 
peril, and a more open ear, than Congress: has 
afforded him thus far. 

Congress last year eliminated fire-fighting en- 


tirely from its civil-defense plans, though fire- 


fighting would be one of the major jobs on 
hand in event of atomic attack. 

It cut out pipe and pumper, and purifier units 
to restore water 


supplies and equipment, the conduct of research 
(pressingly needed at this exploratory stage of 
the work) and technical guidance and public 
information. 

_In response to a request for $535,000,000 Con- 
gress appropriated $74,945,000, a sum which 
President Truman characterized as “tragically 
insufficient.” Compare that sum for the entire 
country with $15,500,000 estimated needed- to 
protect the civilian population of St. Louis, and 
$350,000,000 to protect the population of New 
York City. ' 

Congress has fumbled the civil-defense respon- 
sibility almost totally. It should appropriate 
more—enough at least to make a dent in the 


possibility of unchecked disaster. It should make 


the appropriation with a better understanding of 
what the money {fs needed for. 

Instead of dealing through the states, whose 
rural-controlled legislatures are by and large 
neither concerned with nor aware of the peril 
of the cities, the federal civil-defense organiza- 
tion should be enabled by Congress to deal di- 
réctly with the cities themselves. 
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Temporary Surrender 

White House reports indicate that the Admin- 
istration has given up its fight against “that 
terrible Capehart amendment,” as President Tru- 
man once called it. A surrender for the present 
can be justified, but only if,the President is de- 
termined to oppose any extension of this infla- 
tionary. measure. 

The Capehart amendment to the price control 
law meant price increases. It allowed manufac- 
turers to raise prices to cover rises in the cost 
of production between the start of the Korean 
war and last July 26. 

No attention was paid to whether the cost in- 
creases really justified a price increase. The OPS 
was not allowed to argue that a manufacturer's 
profits were large enough to absorb a cost in- 
crease without a price rise. The price rise was 
automatic, and the consumer has had to pay the 
biil. 

So the danger of this amendment now lies in 
the future, for its inflationary work is already 
done. As this newspaper said last October: “Con- 
sumers will justifiably suspect that another Cape- 
hart amendment six months from now may 
raise the ceilings again—that Congress, in other 
words, may reduce stabilization to a series of 
periodic step-ups in the stabilization level.” 

‘The Capehart amendment was a gift to manu- 
facturers, made by Congress and paid for by 
the consumers. One such gift was more than 
enough. Surely the Administration will oppose 
any extension of such inflationary generosity. 
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Baritone for Hire 


Why all the surprise about a taxicab driver's 
debut as a concert baritone at Carnegie Hall? 
There is nothing about taxicab driving, to our 
knowledge, that is injurious to the voice. To 
the contrary, it is the kind of occupation that 
offers exceptional opportunities for the exercise 
and development of the vocal cords. 

The same would not be true in many other 
occupations, such as those of sedentary workers. 
A stenographer who was always bursting into 
song while taking dictation, transcribing her 
shorthand, or typing, might not be regarded as 
a settling influénce in an office. 

A taxi driver, however, enjoys many opportu- 
nities to unlimber his voice. When he has no 
fare, he need ask\no one’s leave. Many of his 
fares, furthermore, would doubtless be happy to 
listen to his singing, and some would even be apt 
to join in, partievilarly late in the evening. 

Singers fave come tothe stage from pursuits 
which, unlike taxi driving, really seent surpris- 


. ingly unlikely. Among them are the occupations 


of professional bicycle riding, coal mining, and 
being a President’s daughter (respectively Ezio 
Pinza, Allan Jones, and a Miss Truman.) Mario 
Lanza played the role of a plano mover who 
went to the concert stage in his first movie, 
“That Midnight Kiss.” When a real-life situation 
impresses itself on Hollywood as acceptable for 
inclusion in a film, we should think that would 
put the final mark on it as a cliche in good 
standing. 

As a matter of fact, if Barkevy Vartanyan 
hadn’t given a recital at Carnegie Hall, we might 
have been surprised at that. What, we might 
well have asked—he being a taxi driver—was 
holding him back? 
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Help for Arab Refugees 


Ever since the end of the fighting in Palestine, 
the’ 850,000 Arab refugees encamped near the 
borders of Israe] have been a serious obstacle to 
peace in the Middle East. They carinot go back 
to their old homes in Israel, and the neighboring 
Arab states have made place for very few of 
them. 

They have’ been kept on a dole of sorts— 
thanks largely to $60,000,000 in American money 
~—available at all times to demagogues and a 
constant reminder to other Arabs of their re- 
sentment dgaihst the Jewish state. 

By a vote of 440, a United Nations political 
committee now has provided a fund of $250, 
000,000 for the immediate needs of these unfar- 
tunates as well as for their integration into the 
economies of the Arab nations. The willingness 
of the United States to pay $50,000,000 of the 
total helped toward the acceptance of this. plan, 
but the most important factor was the support 
of six Arab states. 

Perhaps the sum is not large enough for the 
full job, but it is big enough for a substantial 
start, With the co-operation of such countries as

Peace is the presence of justice, order 
and law. There will be no peace until there 
is world control of armaments, punishment 
for violators of world law and the utiliza- 
tion of science for man's betterment rather 
than his destruction. 

Peace, therefore, involves government— 
a world federation, represenfative of all 
of the nations and peoples, and possessing 
the power to enact, interpret and enforce 
world law. We must correct the flaws of 
the United Nations and transform it into 
an effective world organization. 

Next we must consider the crying need 
for technical and financial assistance 
among the various nations.

What can I do for peace? Above all I 
can sincerely desire peace—this is not 
easy. 

War and blood seem remote. Being in 
uniform has a glamorous appeal. A soldier 
feels himself a man.

Then my 
friends and neighbors can discuss what 
we can do about the fight to decide our 
own futures. 

When someone says “Politics is a dirty 
business—I’ll havé none of it,” I can reply, 
“Politics is our lives; our past, present and 
future; ours and our children’s; the Ames 
roads and the St. Lawrence seaway; Amer- 
ica and Russia. It is the organization of our 
world. If'we don't like what’s happening 
we tty to change it.” 

So from there I stumble into party poli- 
tics. I can choose to work in the Demo- 
cratic party or the Republican party or 
help form a new party—or work for peace 
outside the ranks of organized parties. I 
can join a pacifist group, or the United 
World Federalists, or neither or both. I 
present my ideas to the local newspaper, 
to my Congressman.

Arthur Grumiaux, a young Bel- 
\gian violinist now making his 
debut tour of the United States, 
' played as soloist with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra yes- 
terday afternoon at Kiel Audi- 

' torium. Chausson’s “Poeme” and 
Ravel’s “Tzigane”’—both minor 
_ works—were the solo works on a 
' program that included “The 

| Tempest” Overture by David 
Diamond and_ Beethoven's 
| “Eroica” Symphony. 

Grumiaux’s performance of the 
“Poeme” was carried out in a 
mood of sustained lyricism with 
no attempt to make it seem the 
product of strong passion. A 
broader sweep to the phrase and 
a deeper tonal coloring would 
have been justified but, on the 
whole, the more restrained treat- 
ment was preferable to the neu- 
rotic emphasis that the work us- 
ually receives. Its gentle melan- 
choly was recognizable as a gen- 
eralized motion—such as every- 
body feels from time to time— 
rather than a narrowly personal 
utterance. In this, and the subse- 
quent performance of the 
“Tzigane” the soloist disclosed a 
tone that had body and sweetness. 
Control was consistently firm and 
projection was all that it needed 
to be. 

Since the “Tzigane” is no more 
than an artistically stylized ver- 
sion of what a gypsy fiddler 
might play in a Budapest restau- 
rant, a little more snap to the 
bewing arm and a little more 
rhythmic license would have been 
in order.

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Resettlement Worker Asks City 
To Accept Volksdeutsche Refugees 


By JOHN T. STEWART.

What better place than St. 
Louis could be found in America 
for the Volksdeutsche among in- 
ternational refugees, Roland Elli- 
ott of New York asked here this 
week. He is director of the réset- 
tlement program of the Central 
Division of Church World Service. 


“These German stock families, 
now stranded in Germany,” Elli- 
ott: said in an interview, “would 
be able to make themselves at 
home in St. Louis. For their kind: 
of Volksdeutsche came to St. 
Louis over a century ago; they 
were perhaps your largest wave 
of migration. They helped to give 
your city its permanent character. 
And were there ever any finer 
people on earth? 

“The refugee Volksdeutsche 
would find themselves at home 
in your city’s background, in its 
language, traditions, religious 
faiths, culture, music and art. 


“We are asking St. Louis to 
provide opportunities for at least 
200 of these families. About 10.- 
000 of these Volksdeutsch are 
coming to the United States. They 
are coming over very rapidly, and 
the resettlement program must be 
completed by the end of June. 

“I don’t need to remind St. 
Louisans that many thousands of 
Germans: migrated from Germany 
in the 1840s—how many churches 
in St. Louis were founded by Ger- 
man immigrants during that dec- 
ade? The old Germany was in a 
revolutionary state, and many of 
her people were on the move. Not 


all of these restless Volkadaiiteche 
came to the United States or St. 
Louis. Many settled in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and other coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe. The Pots- 
dam agreement made these people 
international refugees; once more 
in their history they are looking 
for a new home. 
“These Volksdeutsche are peo- 
ple who have suffered for what 
we believe. 
“I was invited to St. Louis to 
consult with church representa- 
tives about the possibilities of 
bringing son.: 200 Volksdeutsche 
families here. Some of the in- 
dividuals would want to be farm-’ 
ers, but most of them are trained 
in industry or the professions. 
There are tool-makers and die- 
makers and textile workers among 
them. 
“T have received splendid co- 
operation here. The Rev. O. Wal- 
ter Wagner, executive secretary 
of the Metropolitan Church Fed- 
eration, has assured me that his 
organization will handle promo- 
tion for the program. He has had 
experience in work with refugees 
and knows the problems involved.

“Without the Yalta agree- 
ment,” Tsiang said, “the whole 
history of China and Korea in 
the postwar peridd would have 
been different and happier.”

She Solves Problems 


Of Cleaning: Fabrics

OROTHY Lyle answered the phone in Ohio 
State University’s research laboratory one day 
and heard an irate voice at the other end in- 
quire, “If I bring over my husband’s shirt, will you 
S Ponenwee: analyze it and see if 
“i there is any lipstick 

on it?” 

“I pleaded off on 
that one,” laughs trim, 
blue-eyed Miss Lyle, 
who looks more like a 
fashion consultant 
than a textile expert 
with the~ impressive 
title of Director of 
Consumer Relations 
for the National Insti- 
tute of Cleaning and 
Dyeing.

ALTHOUGH SHE DODGED the issue in the 
ease of the lipstick, fabrics and the stains to which 
they are heir are no mystery to this young woman 
who studies new. materials as they appear on the 
market to determine their limitations in cleaning 
and to develop new methods by which they may 
be handled successfully. 

“All of the synthetic fabrics present problems 
as well-as advantages,” .she says. “That is one 
reason why manufacturers are working so hard on 
blended fabrics, such as vicara with wool, a come 
bination which reduces both shine and shrinkage. 

“Sometimes the average woman gets the impres- 
sion that the new synthetic textiles are miracle 
fabrics which can withstand any kind of abuse, 
That just isn’t true. For instance, most stain- 
1ssistant finishes are resistant only to water-base 
stains, but are vulnerable to those with an oil or 
alcohol base. 

“Women should learn to select materials with 
their limitations and purposes in mind. We like 
fashion and eye appeal, of course, but we should 
remember that not all fabrics are designed to give 
service. The consumer has the right to make the 
choice, but she should also assume the responsi- 
bility and not hold the store or the cleaner respon- 
sible if she selects a luxury fabric and then finds 
‘it doesn’t stand up i wear.” 


AFTER RECEIVING her masters degree in tex- 
tiles from Ohio State University, Miss Lyle taught 
textile science and merchandising at the vocational 
high school in Toledo and served as textile con- 
sultant for a cleaning firm in her spare time. The 
problems of cleaning fabrics fascinated her so 
much that she resigned her position to work on her 
doctorate degree at Pennslyvania State College. 
She then established the research program for the 
Ohio State Association of Dyers and Cleaners and 
two years later was asked to set up in a similar 
program for the national association. 

The institute also maintains a trade relations 
office in New York City, through which it works 
with manufacturers to get them either to improve 
fabrics which will not clean satisfactorily, or take 
them off of the market. 

* * 


FREQUENTLY THE RESEARCH laboratory has 
meager clues with which to work when confronted 
with a new problem. For instance, recently it took 
four months of work and an expenditure of $4000 
to track down the reason why so many garments 
were coming in with a change of color across the 
shoulders. The culprit finally proved to be a cold 
wave solution for the hair, which apparently 
dripped on the dresses and remained unnoticed, 
since damage did not become apparent until the 
garments were cleaned. 

“IT saw one $150 dress which was so new it had 
never been cleaned but which was completely 
ruined by the solution,” Miss Lyle recalls. “Think 
how easy it would have been to save it if the owner 
had just taken the trouble to remove it and put on 
a smock while she was in the beauty salon.” 


Such carelessness in one form or another is 
accountable for a staggering annual waste in cloth- 
ing. Chief offenders are women who wear their 
good «uvesses or housecoats in the kitchen, and 
those who fail to send a stained garment to the 
cleaners until the stain has aged and become so 
set that it may be impossible to remove. Nor are 
women careful enough about airing their clothes 
before hanging them in closets. Such airings give 
the garment “a chance to relax and get back in 
shape.” 

Incorrect home pressing methods also take their 
toll. Most fabrics should not be pressed on the 
right side unless protected with a pad made by 
sandwiching a damp cloth between two layers of 
dry cheese cloth. Even if you use a steam iron you 
should press on the wrong side, warns Miss Lyle. 


IN ADDITION TO COPING with new fabrics 
and attempting to repair the damage done by cus- 
tomers’ carelessness, cleaners are faced with two 
perennial problems. 

“There is always the woman who swears that the 
clearner still has the slipcovers and draperies she 
sent to be cleaned and stored, and which were re- 
turned to her months before. We have even paid 
claims under such circumstances, then had the 
customer come in later and refund the money, 
shamefacedly acmitting that she had found the 
boxes right where she had put them in the attic,” 
smiles Miss Lyle. 

“And of course every season we have a certain 
percentage of women who put away their spring 
suits for the summer, got them out on the first cool 
day and sent them to be cleaned, then swear that 
the cleaner shrank them. It is awfully hard to 
find a tactful way of telling them that the gar- 
ments measure exactly the same, but that they 
have gained a few pounds since they last wore the 


suits.”

V. has just lost her mother, to whom she was 
M deeply attached. “I have been overwhelmed with grief,” 
she admits. “I don’t know what to do about it. 

“Some time ago you wrote about a mother whose 2-year- 
old child was killed by the father’s automobile. You told 
her that psychologists nowadays attach great importance to 
adequate expressions of grief—to mourning openly and un- 
ashamedly. I have read this same advice elsewhere, but 
have never understood it. Will you explain further? 

“How long should the mourning continue? Does it mean 
that you should show grief and express it whenever it comes 
to your mind? There are some kinds of grief that one cannot 
express to anyone. You can express such grief when you 
are alone, but I suppose the best thing to do is to be with 
other people and be so absorbed in duties that your mind 
is taken from the grief. Would that be your idea? Everyone 
has to go through some experience of this sort at various 
times, perhaps many times, so I think it would be worth 
more discussion.”

YOU'RE QUITE RIGHT, Mrs. V.; but it can’t be discussed 
to the satisfaction of everyone, since people have such widely 
different backgrounds, emotional makeups and religious con- 
victions.

Water on Plaster. 
LASTER, like small boys and 
most cats, doesn’t get along 
too well with water. It can 

take a few drops here and there 
and not become too unhappy but 
constant wetting makes it eventu- 
ally rot away. This condition often 
occurs on the plaster around bath- 
tubs and in back of kitchen sinks 
especially if you are a splashy 
bather or dishwasher. +. 

The best way to protect the 
plaster in these exposed areas is 
ta cover it with. some material 
that is water resistant. Tile, lin- 
oleum, oilcloth or some similar 
material are fine for this pur- 
pose. 

If you use any of these cover- 
ings be certain that your corners 
and joints are watertight because 
if there are small seams where 


the water can penetrate in back 
of the covering the plaster will 
not only decay but the covering 
will come loose and make quite 
a mess of things. 

Another good way to make 
plaster water resistant is to coat 
it with two or three coats of wall 
enamel. This is a good deal easier 
to apply than the rigid or semi- 
rigid coverings and, of course, 
there are no tricky seams to 
worry about. 

The enamel will produce a 
smooth surface that is easily 
cleaned and will not fade too 
quickly unless you use strong 
cleaning compounds. 

Some people like to play extra 
safe and apply a base coat of 
aluminum paint and then cover 
this with the finish enamel. It 
makes a very good job.

The great majority of the corn 
kernels, however, go into what 


we call the breakfast cereals and.

We may buy yellow or white 
meal, as we prefer, and there are 
definite preferences among us 
for one or the other. In the 
South and at some shops in the 
North, we can purchase what we 
call water-ground meal, the flavor 
of which is particularly fine. We 
use the meal for old-fashiosed 
corn-bread or we may call it 
pone, for muffins and_ sticks. 
Sometimes we make “mush.” We 
are more likely to chill and moid 
this before we fry it than to eat 
it as a hot cereal. 

An enormous amount of corn 
crop is used for preparation of 
one of our favorite breakfast 
cereals, cornflakes. For these, 
the corn is dried, flavored and 
toasted in great ovens. While the 
majority of it is eaten as break- 
fast cereal, we also use corn- 
flakes for coating foods, for fry- 
ing and for topping creamed and 
scalloped dishes. 

We also make a quick candy 
with the aid of a cooked syrup 
or chocolate. The flakes com- 
bined with a sugar syrup can be 
placed in well greased spring 
molds. After cooling, they make 
attractive containers for ice 
cream. 

CARAMEL CORN FLAKES 

RING 


Six cups corn flakes, 144 cups 
brown sugar, 4% cup butter or 
margarine. 

Measure corn flakes into but- 
tered mixing bowl. Cook sugar 
and butter or margarine in heavy 
frying pan, stirring constantly 
until melted and syrup begins to 
bubble. Pour over corn flakes, 
stirring so that each flake is coat- 
ed. Pack in small well-buttered 
ring molds or large mold. Cool. 
Unmold and serve filled with ice 


cream. 

Yield: One 9-inch mold or eight 
31-inch molds. 

CORN FLAKE BURRS. 

One-half pound sweet or semi- 
sweet chocolate, 244 cups corn 
flakes. 

Melt chocolate over hot water 
and work corn flakes into it. 
Drop by teaspoonfuls onto but- 
tered baking sheet or waxed pa- 
per and set in a cool place to 
harden. 

Yield: Thirty-eight candies (one 
inch in diameter).
